JAPANESE WARSHIPS 
FACE DOUBLE ATTACK 


Hankow Situation Easier, but 
Business Remains at 
a Standstill. 


London (Monday), May 23 (By A. P.). 
The American destroyer Preble was 
raked with Chinese machine guns on 
the Yangtze River Friday night, says a 
Shanghai dispatch to the Daily Mail, 
and replied with its main armaments. 
It is believed much damage was in- 
flicted. 

This dispatch reports that northern 
Chinese batteries bombarded Chinki- 
ang, across the Yangtze, for two hours 
Sunday morning, most of the shells 
falling on the property of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. One tank is said to have 
been set afire. 

Japanese Are Attacked. 

Shanghai, May 22 (By A. P.).—The 
British consul at Chinkiang has been 
withdrawn, All the archives of the con- 
sulate also were removed. 

Rear Admiral Tyrwhitt, commander 
of the British naval forces in China, 
has arrived here. 

The Japanese destroyers Hinoki and 
Yanagi were fired on at noon today 
off Kiangyin, 100 miles up the river, 
by the Northerners from the left and 
Southerners from the right bank. The 
Yanagi replied and silenced the at- 
tackers. Neither vessel was damaged. 

Hankow, China, May 22 (By A. P.).— 
Refugees gontinue flocking into the 
foreign concession area of this capital 
of the radical Nationalist government 
which last week seemed in danger of 
being encircled by the forces of its 
enemies. Apprehension among the 
people has been alleviated somewhat, 


however, by statements given out by 
the local government claiming mili- 
tary successes. 


Officers Are Russian. 


These statements assert thar Gen. 
Feng Yu-Hsiang, military leader for the 
Hankow government, has reached Ho- 
nanfu and that Marshal Wu Pel Fu has 
retreated to Chengoho, whither Feng’s 
forces are following him along the 
Lunghai Railway. It furthe. is stated 
that the forces of the Hankow govern- 
ment operating in Honan Province are 
officered by Russians and that all the 
foreign military advisers of Marshal Wu 
Pei Fu have left him. 

Despite the reported successes and 
despite intimidation and threats of be- 
headings, business here continues at a 
standstill. Merchants are refusing to 
accept the new issue of bank notes, 
while copper coins have vanished fol- 
lowing upon the proposals of the 
authorities to withdraw them from 
circulation and issue paper money 
instead. ; 

The Central Executive Council of the 
Kuomintang, the political organization 
of the Nationalists, has issued a 
manifesto pointing out that merchants, 
manufacturers, peasants and laborers 
are important factors in the Nationalist 
revolution. The manifesto has caused 
comment that the Hankow government 
is endeavoring to conciliate the mer- 
chants, pending adjustment of the 
financial difficulties.

Erie, Pa.. May 22 (By A. P.).—Law- 
rence Hoadley, of Erie. was killed today 
when he lost control of his racing auto 
and crashed through a fence during a 
50-mile, dirt-track automobile race at 
the Erie Expositions Grounds. 

Hoadley was rounding a curve on the 
‘half-mile track at high speed when he 
lost control. His machine swerved 
from the track, smashed the inner 
fence and hurtled across the infield, 
where it struck a shed. Hoadley’s head 
was nearly severed when he struck the 
metal roof of the shed. 

The race was won by John Reynolds, 
of Buffalo.

President Coolidge’s far-famed econ- 
omy of words, the bane of all White 
House correspondents, reached new 
heights yesterday. 

For more than 35 hours newspaper 
men eagerly awaited word from the 
President who left here Saturday after- 
noon for a week-end trip down the 
Potomac River aboard the Presidential 
yacht Mayflower, and early this morn- 
ing they were still patiently waiting.

Officials at the Bureau of Naval Com- 
munications which receives messages 
from the Presidential yacht said last 
night that heretofore when the Presi- 
dent left for a week-end trip they have 
always received at least one message 
from the yacht every eight hours. 

Surprise was expressed at the White 


House that the President has failed to 
communicate with this city. It was 
pointed out that no attempt is ever 
made to communicate with the yacht 
unless something of great importance 
occurs. It was also pointed out that 
only messages Of importance are ra- 
dioed from the yacht. 

The yacht is making its first trip 
with the President aboard in three 
months.

New Orleans, May 22. (By A. P.).—A 
caving dirt barrier tonight stood be- 
tween the five “sugar bowl” parishes 
of Louisiana and the Mississippi flood- 
waters, speeding to the Gulf of Mexico 
down the Atchafalaya basin, as a huge 
relief fleet was being concentrated in 
the lower basin. 

More than 2,000 men still were work- 
ing in sodden clothes at McRea, filling 
sandbags and lugging them into place 
over slippery paths that led through 
the mud to new embankments behind 
the crumbling old ones. Tired from 
many hours of labor in the rain, still 
they fought on as their women and 
children moved live stock and personal 
belongings across the Mississippi River 
to Baton Rouge concentration camps. 

Their task appeared hopeless at times 
as the raging currents, pounding into 
the rain-soaked levees, tore away huge 
chunks. of the protecting ramparts 
and charged upon the new barriers 
which had been erected in anticipa- 
tion of the slough late today, however. 

Some Optimism. Left. 


Their fight, whtch has been stretched 
over days of suspense, still was success- 
ful, and there was some optimism. The 
danger zone along the east bank of the 
Atchafalaya, 120 miles northwest of 
lew Crleans and on the opposite side 
of the Mississippi River, still was rain- 
swept today. Embankments which al- 
ready were weakening under the relent- 
less pounding 'of the swift current were 
becoming sodden, mirey lunips of mud.

TRIP MADE ENTIRELY

Hailstorm or Ice Field, He 
Says to Questioners, May 
Have Doomed Nungesser. 


Paris, May 22 (By A. P.).—Capt. 
Charies A. Lindbergh today told the 
story of his flight from New York to 
Paris to a group of newspaper men in 
the embassy, and when he had finished 
every one was firm in the belief that 
he was a real flying genius. 

“Being newspaper men,” he began, 
“I suppose you gentlemen are inter- 
ested first in knowing what was the 
most dangerous thing about our flight. 
The most dangerous thing of all was 
that landing at Le Bourget. bringing 
that ship down on a field with all that 
crowd running. I had more fear at 
that moment for the welfare of our 
plane than at any other time in the 
whole. flight. 

“The first part of the flight was 
better and easier than any of us ex- 
pected. The field in New York was 
muddy, which made the take-off a little 
long, but we got away all right. 

“All the way up the American coast 
to Newfoundland we had uncommonly 
good weather—lots better than we ex- 
pected. But for the next 1,000 miles 
it couldn’t have been much worse for 
us.” 

At this juncture the ambassador re- 
marked, “When Lindbergh says ‘we,’ he 
means the ship and himself.” 


Ran into Bad Weather. 


All the way through,‘ except when 
asked for a personal opinion of some- 
thing the flier used the first. person 
plural in describing the voyage 

“After we got away from-land,” con- 
tinued the aviator, “we ran into fog, 
then into rain, then hail. Sometimes 
we flew not more than 10 feet above 
the water, and the ‘highest was 10,000 
feet.. We went up that high to try to 
get above the storm, but the average 
altitude for the whole second 1,000 
miles of the flight was less than 100 
feet. 

“If we had known that the weather 
would be as bad over that part of the 
ocean as it turned out to be, we would 
not have started, but once we got into 
it there wasn't any use in tvrning 
back—there wasn’t anything to do but 
keep going. 

“We were mighty happy to see the 
dawn, which we ran into about 2 
In the after- 
noon we picked up Ireland. From the 
maps we had and from what 1 read 
at home, I knew that England was a 
sort of hilly, rolling country, Frarice 
pretty flat and Ireland inclined to be 
mountainous.

Stop flight to India, their performance 


is consjdered highly creditable. 

The Air Ministry confirmed that the 
two alrmen were forced to alight at 
sea 45 miles east of Bender Abbas, in 
the Persian Gulf. They were rescued 
by a ship and are being taken to 
Abadan. Their machine, a_ special 
Hawker-Horsley plane, fitted with Rolls 
Royce motors, is a total wreck. 

Their total flying time was 34 hours 
33 minutes, and for just an-.hour on 
Saturday they held the long-distance 
nonstop record until Capt. Lindbergh 
breezed into Le Bourget. They had 
flown 3,400 miles and are believed to 
have covered more mileage than the 
two Frenchmen, Coste and Rignot, who, 
by flying to Yask, Persia, last October, 
were credited with the world’s long- 
distance nonstop flight record.

Paris, May 22(By A. P.).—Capt.Charles 
A. Lindbergh, sheltered in his country’s 
embassy from a world filled with praise 
of him, awoke this afternoon from @ 
sound ten-hour sleep seemingly inno- 
cent o- the fact that the whole earth 
was eager to honor his exploit of flying 
alone from lhew York to Paris. 


Soon after he had had breakfast the*>~ 


courageous and charming young man 
from the Middle West telephoned to 
his mother in far away Detroit. It was 
the first time a private telephor. call 
had linked France with America, but 
it was only one of many precedents 
that the world set today in the general 
desire to show its admiration for the 
sandy-haired, soft-spoken aviator who 
made the transatlantic flight in his 
little monoplane and in solitary glory. 

Hanging up the receiver at the end 
of the conversation with his mother, 
Lindbergh placed himself in the kindly 
care of Myron T. Herrick. The ambas- 
sador led hii. to the balcony of the 
embassy to please the crowd that had 
been standing in the street clamoring 
for a sight of him ever since the word 
went forth that at last the young hero 
had arisen <rom his gloriously earned 
sleep. 

Visits Nungesser’s Mother. 

After that, two score cam2ras had to 
be accommodated; then Lindbergh told 
the story of his flight to a group of 
newspaper men eager to send his words 
:; und the world. As his first act oute 
side the embassy since his arrival, the 
y.ung A-ne.ict a ‘da thing that made 
him even more beloved in the hearts 
of the French, who already had given- 
him such praise of tongue and pen as 
no man has known for years. 

With the ambassador as an escort, 
the birdman went to call on the sor- 
rowing mother of the gallant French 
aviator, Capt. Nungesser, who set out 
to fly the Atlantic a fortnight ago and

All day long men and womer whom 
the daring flier never had seen sent 
flowers to the embassy to express their 
admiration. One vast room was filled 
with them—great bouquets and baskets 
of flowers. On one of these Lindbergh’s 
name and address were scrawled in the 
uncertain handwriting of some little 
schoolgirl. 

Messages from all over the world 
poured steadily through the embassy 
doors. so did visitors, many of them 
men of great prominence. Among the 
first to visit the embassy in the morn- 
ing was Paul Claudel, French Ambassa- 
dor to the United States, with his son 
and daughter. They extended cone 
gratulations to Ambassador Herrick, but 
through it all Lindberg slept undise- 
turbed.

AMERICA MAY BESTOW 
FLYING CROSS INSIGNIA 


Ten Injured in Hospitals at 
Paris as Result of Wild 
Rush. at Le Bourget.

Paris, May 22.—All France thrilled 
today to the movements of Capt. 
“Slim” Charles A. Lindbergh, American 
‘ airman who flew alone across the At- 
lantic from New York to Paris. 

France today is giving homage to 
“Slim” and celebrating the trans- 
atlantic flight on almost the ssme 
» proportions that marked the Armistice. 
The newspapers have consecrated their 
entire first pages to the marvelous ex- 
ploit and thousands of pereons are 
blocking Palace Iena and Avenue Iena, 
where the United States Embassy is 
located, waiting for a sight of the hero. 

The French government will decorate 
Lindbergh as a chevalier of the legion 
of honor, Foreign Minister Aristide 
Briand announced today, at the same 
time, ordering the Stars and Stripes 
floated over the foreign office in Qual 
d'Orsay, a thing never done except in 
the case of a visiting sovereign or 
president. 

I passed the day at the American 
Embassy, lunching there with a smal] 
party, including the Ambassador’s son, 
Parmely Herrick, Mrs. Parmely Herrick 
and several others, while Lindbergh 
slept soundly upstairs. “He went to 
bed about 4 o’clock this morning, soon 
after you left,” Parmely Herrick told 
me. “We won’t disturb him—let him 
sleep as long as he wants.” 


Wants Some Brilliantine. 


Meantime, young Mr. Herrick bor- 
rowed from friends a complete wardrobe 
for the lanky pilot. At 2 o’clock this 
afternoon Lindbergh opened his eyes, 
rang the bell on the table beside the 
bed and, when the valet responded, 
asked for coffee. 

He breakfasted in his room. Then 
he took a warm bath and shaved. 

“Lend me some brilliantine—I washed 
my hair before I left New York Friday 
morning and the wind ruffled it so 
that it won’t lie down,” said Lindbergh, 
, after Barmely gave him a couple of 

toothbrushes. 
~ “IT have my own comb,” the pilot 
said, remarking on the silver toilet set 
articles, and producing a pocket comb— 
“and a handkerchief. That was about 
all I brought with me.” 

Lindbergh's eyes were. clear, with all 
the bloodshot gone, and his hand was 
steady and firm when I saw him. 

“I was deaf all night, Owing to the 
roar of the engine, but I can hear all 
right now,” he sald. “I did not dream 
at all, just slept right through. That 
was about ten hours, and I feel fine.” 

Downstairs prominent visitors, jour- 
nalists and photographers crowded the 
spacious hall of the embassy; outside a 
crowd of several thousand jammed the 
gates to enter the grounds of the em- 
bassy, and a flock of policemen were 
on guard to keep them outside. 

“Au balcon! Au balcon! Come out 
on the balcany,” chanted the French 
crowd monotonously hour after hour. 
Even the showers of rain did not 
dampen their ardor to see their hero. 


Cheered on Balcony. 


Lindbergh then appeared on the bal- 
cony with the ambassador and Parmely 
Herrick and his wife, and the crowd 
went wild with cheering and tremen- 
dous ovations. Somebody then handed 
“Slim” the French tricolor. He waved 
it and when the ambassador took the 
other end of the flag the crowd went 
mad with applause. 

“This is certainly wonderful,” com- 
mented the pilot at the ovation. Lind- 
bergh then went downstairs, where the 
newspaper men cheered. Afterward it 
was his turn to receive the press. 

Ten injured, mostly women, are in 
Paris hospitals, as a result of last 
night’s orgy over the achievement of 
Lindbergh, at Le Bourget. Two are in 
a serious condition after the mobs raced 
across their prostrate bodies in their 
wild rush to greet the filer. 

Tonight the captain is spending his 
time at “home,” being now a mem- 
ber of the prominent Herrick family, 
living in the fashionable Avenue Diean, 
and he is drinking milk with his din- 
ner. 

Except for a reception at the French 
Aero Club tomorrow at 5 o’clock, he 
is being kept free for a good reason. 
President Gaston Doumergue is con- 
sumed with curiosity to meet the fair- 
haired lad his country has gone 
“nutty” about, and it is being ar- 
ranged for some time tomorrow after- 
noon—a grand, red plush affair in 
Elysee Palace. 


May Be Decorated Today. 


That Charlie Lindbergh will walk 
down the steps of the palace, through 
a line of guards wearing horsehair 
plumes, with the red ribbon of the 


Legion of Honor on his chest, as early 
as tomorrow, is the prediction of many. 
But the latest dope seems to be that 
the government has a more spectacular 
ceremony under its hat. Tuesday 
morning they plan to meet him, Presi-

Dr. Breasted Tells of Carving 
Showing. Egyptians Using 
Grappling Hooks. 


COFFIN TEXTS STUDIED 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Chicago, May 22.—-Dr. James Breasted, 
University of Chicago Egyptologist and 
director of the Oriental Museum of that 
institution, arrived home today after 
five months in Egypt and the Near 
East, where he has been supervising 
the work of five expeditions maintained 
by the Chicago institute. 

He has with him the properties used 
in a new method of preserving inscrip- 
tions, designed by himself which com- 
bines the speed of the camera, the skill 
of draftsmen, and the reading ability 
of Orientals. It agsures an accuracy 
hitherto impossible, and will be the 
means of saving many valuable records 


tives, or by decay. 

The staff has discovered, on. the 
walls of the ancient Medinet Habu 
Temple some distance from the library, 
the oldest known record of a naval en- 
gagement. This discloses that the an- 
cient Egyptians.used grappling hooks 
in their naval battles, as John Paul 
Jones did in the engagement between 
the Serapis and the Bon Homme Rich- 
ard. 

Dr. Kenneth Sandford, an English 
geologist, is directing the institute’s 
prehistoric survey, which is studying 
both gides of the Nile for 1,000 miles up 
the river, and has uncovered much evVi- 
dence of the people of hundreds of 
thousands of years ago. Dr. Sandford 
will not be ready to announce any con- 
clusions before another year, Prof. 
Breasted reports. 

Another of the expeditions is'at work 
in Cairo on the so-called coffin texts, 
records written. in black ink on the in- 
side of. wooden coffins, 4,000 or more 
years old. These are said to be prede- 
cessors of the famous Book of the Dead, 
the oldest ethical book known.

Lindbergh’s Exploits 
Fill 27,000 Columns 


New York, May 22 (By A. P.).—The 
exploits of Capt. Charles A. Lindbergh 
have. commanded more than 27,000 
columns of newspaper space since the’ 
young flier. began his flight to Paris 
from California two weeks ago, Walter 
Hyams & Co., newspaper clipping bu- 
reau, announced today. 

Capt. Lindbergh, it was explained, 
left an order to have all news articles 
about his flight clipped and sent to 
his mother. The company announced 
that ft never had handled so many 
clippings on any one subject in its 30 
years of business. 

It estimated that before interest in 
the flight is over, it will have sent more 
than 300,000 clippings to the flier’s 
mother. The company found that 
Admiral Peary’s’ discovery of the North 
Pole yielded 80,000 clippings, and the 
death of President Wilson yielded only 
about the same number.

“I don’t want to see Paris with him,” 
said Mrs. Lindbergh... “Why he’s like 
anybody else, every one who goes there 
goes sightseeing. Suré, I’d like to see 
Charley and I’m grateful to the French 
people for being so wonderful to him, 
but I’ll be patient and wait to greet 
him and congratulate him when he 
lands in New York.”

Ten thou- 
sand refugees were housed there al- 
ready, 5,000 more than the population 
of the town itself. The Camp Lafayette 
also had exceeded the population of 
the city, 13,000 refugees being there.

OFFICIAL SEEKS TO FIND 
IF BURDEN IS EXCESSIVE 


Thinking of Small Stockhold- 
er, Declares Undersecretary 
of His Proposal. 


Believing that the corporation tax 
rate is out of line and should be revised, 
a thorough survey of this revenue field 
with a view to working out a 
permanent system of corporation taxa- 
tion in the next session of Congress is 
recommended by Ogden L. Mills, Un- 
dersecretary of the Treasury, in an ar- 


ticle in the current number of Nation’s 
Business Magazine. 

The purpose of a survey, as outlined 
by Mr. Mills, would be to ascertain 
“whether the burden is excessive, from 
the standpoint of the prosperity of our 
industries; whether it is distributed 
with some degree of equity; where it 
ultimately rests; whether it is wise to 
tax all corporations, irrespective of their 
character, on the same basis and at the 
same rate; the extent of the discrimina- 
tion between incorporated and unin- 
corporated businesses; and, finally, 
whether the high rate of the corpora- 
tion income tax doesn’t constitute seri- 
ous discrimination against the small 
stockholder of moderate means.” 

In stating that the corporation tax 
rate is out of line, Mr. Mills explains 
that he is “not reasoning so much from 
the viewpoint of the corporations, 
which, on the whole, appear to be 
Pp rous, though, if we include taxes 
paid States and local units, they are 
undoubtedly bearing a heavy burden.” 
In 1928, for every dollar paid stock- 
holders, the various governments re- 
ceived 62 cents.

and roommate, Capt. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh. 

The youth was Lieut. Phillip R. Love, 
23 years old, whose home is at 1910 
Irving street northeast. When Lind- 
bergh asked for a leave of absence from 
the government air mail service to fly 
to Paris, Lieut. Love was made chief 
pilot for the Robinson Aircraft Corpora- 
tion, which handles the air mail be- 
tween St. Louls and Chicago. 

Until Lindbergh decided to fly to 
Paris he was chief pilot for the corpora- 
tion, and his first running mate was 
Love, They had been comrades in the 
army pursuit school at Kelly Field two 
years ago, and went to St. Louls to- 
gether to enter the air mail service. 

They roomed together near the fly- 
ing field and Love became Lindbergh’s 
closest friend. Together they discussed 
the possibility of making a nonstop 
flight from New York to Paris, and de- 
cided that it would be best for the 
pilot to fly alone. 

While Lindbergh was awaiting favor-

tempting the flight, Love took over his 
duties in the air mail service in St. 


Louis. He was confident that his 
friend would succeed in the flight, and 
shortly before Lindbergh started wired 
his father here: 

_ “If"any one in Washington is fool- 
ish enough to believe that ‘Slim’ won't 
get across, bet everything you have that 
he will.” 

Love is well known in this city. He 
was graduated from Central High 
School, where he was prominent in 
athletics, and later played sandlot base- 
ball here.” 

He is now well known, despite his 
youth, as one of the best air mail pi- 
lots in the West. Several times, while 
flying at night through a heavy fog, 
he has narrowly escaped death when 
his plane became disabled and he was 
forced to land in unknown country.

Matter of Real Importance. 


“The matter is of real importance be- | 
cause of the present widespread invest- 
ment in corporate stock on the part of 
millions whose income js strictly limit- 
ed.

But this is no longer 
true.” 

With regard to the Treasury’s posi- 
tion concerning high surtax rates, Mr. 
Millis points out experience has shown 
that more can be collected at a reason- 
able and fair surtax than at an exorbi- 
tant one. 

“The reduction of the very high 
surtax rates,” he writes, “was followed 
immediately by a notable increase in 
the number of individuals reporting in 
eaciy class. Thus, the number of re- 
turns of income in excess of $100,000 
increased 68 per cent, in excess of $300.- 
000, 104 per cent, and in excess of 
$1,000,000 over 179 per cent. This was 
accompanied by an increase in taxes 
paid by these groups. Incomes of $100.,- 
000 and over paid 358,000,000 more at 
the low rate than at the high one, of 
$500,000 and over paid $31,000,000 more 
and incomes of $1,000,000 and over 
$20,000,000 more at 20 per cent than 
at 40 per cent. 


Charge Has Collapsed. 
“It is too early to say, ‘We told you 


so,’ since the growing prosperity of 
the country was ali unquestionable and | 
weighty factor, but certaintly the| 
charge that the interests of the Treas- 
ury were being sacrifice‘ in the interésts 
of the rich has collapsed under the 
weight of its absurdity.” 

Further increase in exemptions or 
lowering of the normal rate, in the 
opinion of Mr. Mills, will so limit 
the application of the income tax as 
to result in a pretty complete abandon- 
ment of the theory that taxes should 
bé levied in accordance with ability to 
pay.

And of these 
2,400,000, 10,000 individuals pay half 
the tax, or as much as all of the other 
2,390,000. 7 

“According to preliminary returns, 
twenty-nine-hundreths of 1 per cent 
of our population pay over 95 per 
cent of the individual income tax; 17 
per cent pay less than 5 per cent, and 


“whe remaining 82 per cent pay no in- 


come tax at all. 

“Moreover, the rates in the lower 
brackets are very low, indeed. Accord- 
ing to the returns for the calendar 
year 1925, the average tax upon those 
returning net income of from $5,000 
to $10,000 was fifty-eight-hundreths of 
1 per cent. 


Steady Tax Reduction. 


“It is possible to visualize the steady 
reduction of taxes by a comparison 
of the amounts paid under each of the 
last three revenue acts. Under the 1918 
act, a married man without dependents 
and without deductions, with a net 
income of $4,000 a year, paid $80 in 
taxes; under the 1921 act, he paid $60; 
under the 1924 act, $22.50, and under 
the 1926 act, $5.63.” 

Mr. Mills takes issue with “the ad- 
ministration opponents who have 
sought to decry the economy program.

Rumblings of last week’s prohibition 
developments, including the passing of 
Roy A. Haynes, were heard in Wash- 
ington yesterday in several quarters. 

William H. Anderson, general secre- 
tary of the American Protestant Alli- 
ance; Wayne B. Wheeler, of the Anti- 
saloon League; Representative Britten, 
Republican, Illinois, and Dr. Arthur J. 
Barton, chairman of the Antisaloon 
League’s executive committee, figured 
in a barrage of statements on the dry 
question. . 

“Now that it is over, so that there 
can be no accusation of meddling in 
the controversy respecting Maj. Haynes,” 
said Mr. Anderson in a letter to Secre- 
tary Mellon, “I wish to put on record 
for your information the general prin- 
ciples underlying the attitude of the 
Protestant Churches of the United 
States respecting such questions.” 

He said a large majority of such 
churches believe it is their proper 
function to “marshal an informed, 
earnest, moral sentiment” to support 
Officials in enforcing the dry law and 
to protest against failure until con- 
ditions are remedied, but that it is out- 
side their legitimate province to “dic- 
tate the appointment of any adminis- 
trative official whom they can not re- 
move from office, over wham they have 
no legal control and for whose official 


activity they are not legally respon- 
sible.” 


Defense Against Smith. 


He declared the American Protestant 
Alliance was a new and “rapidly grow- 
ing agency of dry Protestant church- 
es, not merely to protect prohibition, 
which is incidental, but primarily for 
Protestant self-defense against the 
forces behind Al Smith and Tammany.” 
He. described it as a national move- 
ment which will start operations in 
Texas and Alabama within a month. 

Wheeler denied the  Antisaloon 
League’s executive committee had de- 
cided to raise $600,000 “to defeat wet 
candidates for President.” He said the 
plan was to make a special appeal for 
$300,000 a year more for the next two 
years “for all the work of the league,” 
including $50,000 for political action 
“to be raised and expended as provided 
in the Federal election law.” 

“It will be used against wet Demo- 
crats and wet Republicans alike,” he 
added. 

He further explained that the com- 
mittee opposed repeal of “all limita- 
tions to prevent the diversion of medi- 
cinal whisky to beverage purposes,” 
and appointed a committee to confer 
with the legislative committee of the 
American Medical Association on “what 
Arpaia are necessary and reason- 
able.” 


Britten Assails Walsh Charge. 


“The majority of the doctors,” he 
asserted, “are against unlimited pre- 
scriptions of whisky, which would 
mean debauching the profession itself 
as well as the people.” 

Representative Britten characterized 
the assertion of Senator Walsh (Demo- 
crat), Massachusetts, that the Anti- 
saloon League was an auxiliary of the 
Republican party as the “purest kind

WITH ENFORCED PEACE 


Liberal Press, However, Still 
Opposes; May Report to 
Coolidge Today. 


Norfolk, Va., May 22 (By A. P.).-— 
Everybody in Nicaragua is pretty well 
satisfied with the situation now with 
the exception of the liberal press sec- 
tion. Henry Lewis Stimson, President 
Coolidge’s personal representative to 
i icaragua, reported here today on his 
way back to Washington. 

“We feel a great deal of satisfaction,” 
he said, “in that we have succeeded in 
quelling the bloodiest and cruellest 
revolution of modern times.” 

Stimson arrived at the naval operat- 
ing base here shortly after 3 o’clock 
today, coming in on the light cruiser 
Trenton which had brought him and 
his wife from Corinto, Nicaragua. He 
departed for Washington on the Nor- 
folk-Washington steamer at 5:45 
o’clock and will make his report to 
President Coolidge tomorrow. 

“The trip was one of the most com- 
fortable I have ever taken on a Navy 
- ship,” the former Secretary of War un- 
der President Taft, told Capt. Joseph

“Held by the Law” grips—intensely 
at times. It is singly _ motivated, 
strongly acted; tightiy adjusted. It is 
5; the kind of picture put out years ago 
designed to make the audience wonder 
if the movies would not some day sup- 
plant the living stage. One graphic 
moment appears in the story—almost 
too graphic for make-believe land, and 
too terrible—the passing of a poor soul 
from the deathhouse at Sing Sing to 
the electric chair and the actual switch- 
ing on of the current.

Motte pass out real acting over' the 
wide spaces between the rear tier of 
stats and “‘e silver sheet.

The daughter, Virginia Vallie, 
be it said loathes the magriage for that 


very reason. The scion of wealth is in 


love with her. After the marriage the 
truth comes out and the Marquis 
d’Atroy bequeaths to his wife, two- 
thirds of estate and repairs to Paris 
where he takes up the study of draw- 
ing room manners, the wearing of eve- 
ning clothes and the friendship of 
demi-mondes. Withal, however, he, re- 
mains true to the woman he loves/ but 
who does not love him. Eventually 
the young nobleman goes broke. His 
wife, by that understanding of things 
and conditions known only to movie 
directors, steps in in time to restore 
his fortune—and incidentally give him 
something else. 

Perhaps the only thing of more than 
passing interest in the play is the 
French setting. French life, country 
and Parisian, is depicted throughout. 
Andre Pickard and Yves Mirande, two 
of France’s most popular playwrights 
are responsible for the story from which 
the play is adapted. 

For the rest of the bill memory must 
be trusted—there being no programs— 
at least none fell into the hands of 
this reviewer.

LINDBERGH’S TEST AT HAND. 


Capt. Charles Lidbergh was overwhelmed 
with attentions in Paris yesterday. He was 
feted and acclaimed, his pictures were taken 
in many poses, he was invited to banquets, 
luncheons and other functions, and he re- 
ceived proposals for theatrical and other con- 
tracts which promised to bring him a fortune 
of $1,000,000. 


Lindbergh’s cool judgment was well tested 
in his flight across the ocean. He proved that 
he was a courageous and level-headed young 
man. But a more severe test is now before 
him. He will be in the midst of sycophants 
and grafters, sleek gentlemen who will at- 
tempt in ingenious ways to make capital of 
his popularity and daring. They will suggest 
to him novel] flying stunts, and Will be only 
too eager to finance enterprises in which he 
will be required to risk his life against a 
gambler’s money. 

Will Lindbergh remain unspoiled, or will he 
yield to the temptations that accompany a 
dizzy rise to fame? He will find that self- 
denial and a keen knowledge of human hature 
are needed to enable him to make his way 
safely through the pitfalls devised for his un- 
doing. He must retain a sense of proportion 
if he is to ward off a bad attack of egotism, 
which would be as fatal to his career as a 
stroke of paralysis. 

A most attractive, modest, capable lad Is 
Lindbergh. Let us hope that he will remain 
so in spite. of the flatteries of false friends 
and the schemes 6f adventurers who will seek 
to make money out of him and his fame. 


“SHIPPING” GOLD. 


Commenting upon the recent announcement 
that many millions of dollars in gold had been 
transferred from Europe to New York Secre- 
tary Mellon observed that this was an example 
of the modern method of “shipping” gold. 
The gold was not shipped or transported at 
all; it was earmarked and left in London, to 
the credit of the United States. — 

Under the old system of shipping or teanafer 
ring gold the items of freight and insurance 
amounted to a considerable sum. The present 
method -saves those expenses and results. in 
much economy. The actual gold is not trans- 
ported; it is ‘‘earmarked” and remains where 
it is, standing to the credit of the purchaser or 
consignee. 

The Federal Reserve banks have the sagne 
system. They “ship” or transfer gold’ daily 
by telegraph, yet no gold is actually shipped. 
It Is a system of gold credits transferred eco- 
nomically without the expense of the transfer 
of the metal. 

According to the last statement of the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks they held gold reserves to 
the amount of, more than $3,036,000,000; 
while according to the last statement of the 
United States Treasury, the Treasury held 
gold coin and bulliem totaling more than 
$3,708,000,000. It is 
United States now has from one-quarter to 
one-half of all the gold in the world, but 
just how much of,the metal is actually in the 
Treasury’s vaults and how much is “ear- 
marked” in foreign vaults is not made clear. 


BARBARISMS. 


The outcry againsf the.teaching of Greek. to 
boys and girls, which has died down to some 
extent but is still heard sounding raucously in 
certain quarters, seems particularly illogical 
and misplaced at a time when Greek words are 
being added profusely to the English language.

down in cold type, but which may, perhaps, be 
approximately represented by Ehfrodeyt. Eld- 
erly cynics, especially those who are frequent- 
ers of clubdom, would have us believe that the

Dr. J. Russell Smith, professor of economic 
geography at Columbia University, and’ rec- 
ognized as an international authority on his 
subject, predicts that world prosperity and 


culture are destined to. center in the Pacific 


Northwest within 50 years. The area ex- 
tending 400 miles along the coast of Oregon 
and Washington will outstrip New York, he 
says, because climate, water power and ‘agri- 
cultural ‘resources, three important factors, 
point scientifically to the future ascendancy of 
the Pacific Northwest, 

It is not easy to take issue with so learned 
a gentleman, yet it is impossible to believe 
that his prediction will come true. Granting 
that in most respects there is little reason for 
New York being the metropolis it is, the fact 
remains that the city exists, and: apparently 
is building for a permanent greater existence. 
There undoubtedly are good reasons why 
world culture should center elsewhere, but, 
on the other hand, the individual rarely is 
inclined to do that which is good for him, 
choosing, instead, that which is easier.or more 
pleasant for the moment. A considerable 
part. of the world’s prosperity and culture 
already is centered In New York, sufficient, at 
least, to act as a magnet to draw more. If the 
Northwest is to outstrip its contemporary it 
had better get busy immediately, before the 
desirable attributes are so firmly intrenched 


in the East as to defy dislodging. 


AIR MAIL EXTENSION. 


Comptroller 
General it appears that the Postoffice De- 
partment will be able to extend feeder lines 
to the regularly constituted contract air mail 
routes without advertising for further bids* 
for such service.. The ruling was made in con- 
nection with the New York-Atlanta. service 


which will start this summer, the Postmaster - 


General having been given permission to. ex> 
tend the service to Asheville, N.. C.; by a teeder 
line from Spartanburg. 7 

The department sees in the ruling she's op- 
portunity to extend the service to additional 
cities, provided only that the operator is will- 
ing to undertake it, and the cities able to 
guarantee sufficient mail to make the opera- 
tion profitable. It is to be hoped that the 
interpretation will be held correct. 

Not only is there much to be gained by 
cities themselves in having the convenience 
and economic advantages of the air mail 
brought to their very doors, -but the Nation, 
as well, derives benefit with every extension 
of the service, It takes the highest. type of 
aviator to fly a mail plane. It is equally true 
that the air mail service develops the most 
fearless and capable type of flier. Air mail is 
the training ground for air defense. Every 
effort should be expended to encourage its 
extension, 


THE LEGION’S TASK.

People who will listen to the other side 
are rarer still.- Which is to say that nearly all people are more or 
less ignorant, narrow-minded, conceited and intolerant. 

You will have noticed, perhaps, that very young people who have 
good minds are especially intolerant of opinions that do not match their 
own and are uniformly unwilling to be convinced of error. 

You will have noticed, aJso, that old people who have good minds 
have been mellowed and made tolerant by the passing years. 

Note, now, that the development of the individual] is similar to the 
development of the race. Just as primitive man had no ethics or pa- 
tience of power of reasoning, so the child is handicapped by lack of these 
things. And as the development of these and similar qualities in the 
race of man resulted at last in what we call civilization, so their de- 
‘velopment in the boy results at last in a civilized man. 

What if they don’t develop? ‘Well,-in many instances they do not, as 
you know. Many, many people never. develop a sufficient degree of 
tolerance to qualify as civilized people.

signal strength, or in other words, 
upon the actual external effects. 

“The field signal strength is the 
only way to measure the power of a 
station,” Mr. Bellows said. “That is 
the basis upon which we hope to rate 
power. For example, a station with 
a power input of 1,000 watts, situated 
in a district where there are many steel 
structures, may have half its er 
absorbed by the buildings. On 
other hand, there may be no absorp- 
tion at all where the station is located 
in a residential district having only 
frame and brick houses. All this must 
be taken into consideration when we 
determine what the station’s power 
should be.” 

Commissioner Bellows said the in- 
stallation of a new system of measuring 
power was highly complicated and 
might take months to work out.

‘1AID FOR ASPIRING ARTISTS 


Chicago, May 22 (By A. P.).—Vision- 
ing a great music foundation, Samuel 
Insull, head of the Chicago Civic Opera, 


has disclosed authentic plans for the 
new home of the opera. 

As projected, the foundation would 
not alone place opera above financial 
uncertainties, but would be the means 
of assisting aspiring young artists in 

Coming akead of the foundation, 
however, will be the new opera house 
for which, Mr. Insull divulged in his 
annual report to the opera trustees, a 
separate organization will be formed to 
finance the construction of a large 
Office building-opera house at the 
western er.d of Wacker drive. 

Herbert M. Johnson, business man- 
ager of the opera, now is in Europe 
studying other shrines of opera, and 
soon Ernest R. Graham, the architect, 
and Harry W. Beatty, technical direc- 
tor of the opera, will go abroad for the 
same purpose. ~ 

The plan for a music foundation 
would provide opera in an adequate 
setting without the necessity of guar- 
antors or box-office worries. Mr. In- 
sull’s report was made to the 2,500 
guarantors whose five-year period of 
guaranteeing against deflicits expired in 
April. A new body of guarantors at 
that time assumed the pledge to the 
cause of opera. 

“The trustees feel,” Mr. Insull said, 
“that the company has become a per- 
manent civic institution of Chicago and 
cons@quently they have felt justified in 
favoring the formation of a separate 
organization to provide for a new opera 
house for the use of the company. 

“If the necessary capital is sub- 
scribed, this property will be developed 
as a large office building to be leased 
for commercial purposes. In addition 
to offices, the building will contain an 
opera house, with ample capacity. for 
possible facilities for grand opera and 
also a smaller auditorium designed to 
accommodate the lighter operas, ballets, 
recitals and the like.”

In listing the radio stations affected, 
the commission made another depart- 
ure, using the kilocycle rating instead 
of the wave length in meters to indi- 
cate the position given. Stations have 
been grouped over tHe United States 
under the new plan in accordance with 
their ‘ geographical location, as being 
within a 100-mile radius - prin- 
cipal city. 

Where two or more stations have 
been placed on a single kilocycle rat- 
ing, they will be expected to divide 
time with each other, and the commis- 
sion has specifically left the time divi- 
sion to be worked out by the station 
operators, promising only to intervene 
if they produce interference objection- 
able to listeners.

All of the poppies placed on sale have 
been made by disabled veterans con- 
valescing in hospitals, according to the 
legion committee directing. In an: ef- 
fort to prevent unauthorized persons 
from taking advantage of the situation 
to dispose of unauthorized poppies, 
identification cards have been issued 
those. participating in the District 
American Legion sale.

EXPERT QUESTIONS 
~ INFINITY OF STARS 


Smithsonian Official Esti- 
mates Space Contains 
30,000,000,000. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Capt. Charles Lindbergh's flight across 
the Atlantic would have been a tour of 
the vault of a heaven glowing as brightly 
as the sun if the old hypothesis that 


‘the stars are of infinite number was 


still upheld, recent astronomical ob- 
servations by Dr. C. G, Abbot, acting 
secretary of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, reveals. 

The new theory adopted by Dr. Abbot 
estimates the number of stars at 30,- 
000,000,000, and ‘the first step in attain- 
ing this estimate is the elimination of 
the idea that the stars are infinite, it 
is said. The argument put forward by 
Dr. Abbot is that if the stars were 
infinite in number and if space were 
infinite in extension, the whole dome 
of the heavens would glow as brightly 
as the sun. 

While Dr. Abbot is engaged in bring- 
ing forth scientific fact. to support. his 
limitation of the number of stars, he 
is.also authority for the statement that 
Venus seems better adapted to life than 
Mars, but because of an envelope of 
cloud between the earth and the planet 
he declares it is doubtful if it can ever 
be satisfactorily demonstrated.
